Hopeful as te Disarmament. 


On disarmament M. Briand ex-| 
pressed himself much more hopeful 
than had been expected, both in re- | 
gard to the Anglo-American parleys | 
and general disarmament. He said | 
he was “confident a naval accord | 
would be reached very soon among | 
the interested countries’’ and that.a 
general disarmament conference then | 
would be convoked at a “fairly early | 
date’ in which ‘‘we shall carry out | 
the provisions of Article VII’ of | 
the covenant on the reduction «°? 
armaments, which he described, as 
“the most sacred of the obligations” | 
of the League. 

M. Briand made it clear he expect- 
ed a naval accord, not only between | 
Britain and the United States but | 
among all other countries concerned.

“Accordingly, last month I notified |

Rochester Professor at World Con- 
gress Says Some Annoyances 
Are Universal.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 5.— 
The white rat has been called upon 
by research workers to prove con- 
clusively whether the _ scholastic 
standing of athletes is impaired by 
participation in sports, it was an- 


nounced today at the ninth interna- | 


tional Congress of Psychology, meet- 
ing at Yale University. 

In a report submitted by. Professor 
Coleman M. Griffith and Professor 
S. M. Corey of the University of 
Illinois, full details of the experi- 
mentation now being carried on in 
this field were recorded. A second 
question left to the rodent to settle 
is whether letter men, straining to 
add to the laurels of alma mater, are 
not predisposed to pulmonary dis- 
eases. 

Scholastic averages, intelligence 
tests and ordinary vital statistics 
have not answered either question, 
the professors reported, and so the 
white rat, much bedevilled animal of 
science, has been put on the psycho- 
logical track team, football squad 
and basketball quintet. 

Group Now in Training. 

A group of the rodents are in 
training now at Illinois, and they 
2re being systematically put through 
a course of exercises corresponding 
to the amount of energy expended 
by a college athlete.

How the Tests Work. 


Just how the experiments are being 
;made was described by Professor

‘‘An elevated maze which has been 
standardized for this and a related 
series of researches sets the learn- 
ing problems. Exercise is provided in 

| several different ways. The control 
| subjects live in a large cage and 


take as much exercise as they de-| 


sire. A group of sedentary rats live 
j in a confined space where a mini- 
| mum amount of exercise is possible. 

‘Various degrees of exercise, run- 
|ning from moderate to exhaustive, 
are provided by a motor-driven ro- 
tating nest in which the subjects are 


forced to run for variable periods 
of time. 

‘Each subject is weighed every 
day and these weights are correlated 
with the amount of exercise and 
with the rate of learning. Learning 
is judged in terms of several criteria, 
viz., number of errors, total time 
spent on maze, time spent in actual 
movement on maze and time of re- 
learning after an interval of two 
weeks. Since heavy exercise involves 
the factor of hunger, one of the 
first sub-problems hes been the rela- 
tion between hunger and rate of 
| learning. 


Finds Hunger Is Incentive. 


“It appears that hunger as an in- 
centive ir learning must take on 
more importance than a large num- 
ber of studies have been willing to 
| grant. In the hunger groups each 
| animal is fed a sufficient amount of 
food each day to equal the loss of 
weight from the preceding day. Un- 
der these conditions animals in the 
control group make slightly less 
than twice as many errors per trial. 
This ratio holds approximately for 
the total] time spent on the maze as 
well as for running time. 

“The purpose of the experiment is 
to push to the limit the concept of 
| exercise in its relation to learning, 
| both exercise in its own right and 
| exercise alternating with periods of 
| complete cessation of exercise.” 


On the Nature of Annoyances. 


The origin and nature of common

The proposed 10 per cent advance 
to the cotton cooperatives 1s supple- 
mental to the 65 ver cent loan al- 
ready made by Federal intermediate 
eredit banks. 


Puts Loans at $20,000,000.

The 10 per cent advance is to be | 
made on cotton upon which the price | 
has not been fixed. 

This cotton, previously pledged to 
the Federal intermediate credit 
banks for 65 ver cent of the face | 
value, will make it possible for the | 
cooperatives to advance to members 
75 per cent of the value of the cotton | 
et the time of delivery to the asso-| 
ciation. Te | 

These two types of loans, it is ex- | 
pected by the board, will meet the | 
various merchandising needs of the | 
Southern cooperatives and is expect- 
ed to result in increases in the mem- | 
berships of the cooperatives. The | 
amount of money to be advanced will | 
be limited only by the needs of the | 
cooperative groups and_ is roughly | 
estimated by Chairman Legge as to- | 
taling $20,000.000.

Russian Wheat a. Factor. 


The warning to the wheat farmers | 
by the Department of Agriculture | 
against their projected extensive 
plantings is based on advices re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. The farmers were told 
that they should not rely upon the 
low yields of this year in foreign | 
countries to govern the supply in 
the year following. : 

“Furthermore, there is the possi- 
bility that Russia may again be a 
factor in the world market:in a few 
years,”’ the statement said. ‘‘It 
seems very doubtful whether prices 
of wheat in world markets in the 
next few years will average much 
above the levels of the last six years 
unless unfavorable conditions result 
in a series of unusually low yields.’’ | 

In its summary of the outlook for | 
Winter wheat in 1930, the department 
eaid in part: 

“Producers of Winter wheat should 
not plan their 1930 production with 
the expectation that crops in foreign , 
countries will be so short as to pro- | 
vide a market for their wheat equal 
to that of the present season. 


Keen World Competition. 
“Should farmers carry out their | 
expressed intentions this Fall to seed | 
a wheat acreage 1.2 per cent greater | 
than they seeded last Fall, with |

The first game in the battle for the 
world’s chess championship between 
Dr. Alexandre Alekhine, present 
‘holder of the title, and E. D. Bogol- 
jubow of Russia, challeng will be 
played here tomorrow. 

The match, which will be held un- 
der a complicated system of scoring, 
calls for thirty games, but if one of 
the contestants succeeds in scoring 
| fifteen and one-half points, of which 
six must be clean victories, he will 
be declared the victor. 

if the match goes to thirty games 
;and neither player scores six vic- 
tories, Alekhine will retain the title 
if his total score is better than that 
{of his opponent. However, if Bogol- 
| Jubow has a slight advantage in total 
points, the match must go on until 
| he wins six games or until Alekhine 
; evens the score, in which case Ale- 
|khine would retain ‘the title. 

The coming match for the world’s 
championship is the first in twenty 
years to be played in Europe. .Eman- 
uel Lasker, who held the crown for 
thirty years, won it in matches 
played abroad. He lost the title to 
José FR. Capablanco in Havana in 
3921, the new holder in turn losing 
the championship to Alekhine in 
Buenos Aires in 1927.

Although Capablanca’ demanded a 
return match, Alekhine elected te 
give Bogoljubow precedence in th 
list of challenges when the latte 
won first place in the Kissinge- 
tourney of 1928. Both players are 
Russian émigré, although Akelhine 
assumed French citizenship several 
years ago. Bogoljubow was a Rus- 
sian prisoner of war in Germany 
and now resides in Triberg in the 
Black Forest. 

Speculation on the outcome of the 
present championship battle gives 
Alekhine a slight advantage over the 
challenger, who made a poor show- 
ing in the recent Carlsbad tourna, 
ment. Alekhine, in the opinion of 
German experts, commands a _ su- 
| perior positional judgment, while 
‘constitutional optimism” is viewed 
as one of Bugoljubow’s chief assets.

HE way to tring on a rict in Atlanta, Ga., is for 
somebedy to mount a soap box on a busy corner 
and start off as follows:

That should be enough. As the orator paused for 
breath there would be a sudden display of pistols, a 
flashing of knives, a ripping-up of paving blocks and 
shrill] cries of ‘‘Get a rope! Get a rope!” -The riot 


would be welt under way. 
The truth is that the decline and fall of the Roman 


Empire was a minor matter compared to the defeat 
of Bob Jones in the first round at Pebble Beach, It 
was the dastardly 18-hole scheme that did it. At 36 
holes the Atlanta wizard would have polished off 
young Johnny Goodman without any trouble. The two- 
lap test isn’t scientifically perfect, since Jones him- 
self was defeated in a 36-hole round by Von Elm three 
years ago, but it sorts the good from the bad golfers 

| much more efficiently than the 18-hole round. 

The 18-hole round, to hear the objectors tell about 

| it, is full of spring-guns, influenza germs and subtle 


| poisons. It is shot through with luck and enables an 


| ordinary golfer to humble a great golfer. It is often 
| a triumph for the unrighteous over the righteous. In 
| short, why bother about outrages in the Near East 
| when 18-hoie match rounds are rampant in our own 
country?

General Observations. 


Medal play is generally conceded to be the true test 
of golf. There isn’t much debate on that point. Nine 
out of ten good golfers and veteran observers will 
vote that way. 

The professionals are practically unanimous for 
medai play as the true test and the open champion- 
ship is decided on that basis, but the pros themselves 
have a match-play championship tournament each 
year. It must be that they want, in that one tourna- 
ment at least, something more than a true test of golf. 

With the amatevrs sticking to match play, though 
most of them agree that medal play is a more accurate 
test of golf, a similar observation could be made in 
their case. They must want the tournament to be 
something more than a test in the mechanics of golf, 
an examination in drives, brassie shots, pitches and 
putts. 

Match pley puts golf on a fighting basis. It is man- 
to-man battling dcewn the fairway and across the 
traps. It’s a test of courage and character as well 
as golf. 

That’s why match play survives. There’s more fight 
and more fun in it. To satisfy the technicians, per- 
haps the amateurs should fall in line with the pro- 
fessionals and have two championships a year, one 
at medal play and one at match play. But as long as 
there is but one tournament for the amateur title, 
the vote in this corner will be cast for the match- 


play method.

Every one knows that the best amateur golf- 
ers at Pebble Beach were George Von Elm and Rob- 
ert T. Jones Jr., and both were heaved out as a re- 
sult of 18-hole decisions before the tournament was 
fairly under way. It would be foolish to come out 
and give three ringing cheers for the short test be- 
cause jt led to the swift ejection of the best players 
in the field. 

But 18-hole matches were not invented to make a 
mockery out of such a serious thing as a national 
amateur golf championship. Though irate golf fol- 
lowers may doubt it at the moment, there are a few 
feeble words that might be said for the defense. The 
18-hole matches were inserted to save two days’ time 
in the playing of the tournament. They do that. 

All good golfers are not automatically ejected by the 
18-hole test. Except for the final round, the British 
amateur championships are conducted at 18-hole 
match play and year after year produce worthy cham- 
pions. 

The 36-hole matches are not scientifically infallible. 
The best amateur golfers at Detroit in 1915 were 
Jerry Travers, Francis Ouimet and Chick Evans. All 
the match rounds were at 36 holes, and Bob Gardner 
and Jonn G. Anderson met in the final round. Travers, 
Ouimet and Evans were out at the end of the second 
round, 

Our best amateurs are geared for 36-hole matches in 
champienships, a detail that seems to be a handicap 
to them in playing 18-hole matches. If they played 
more 18hole matches. perhaps there would be a de- 
crease in what are now listed as startling upsets on 
the links, 


The Sun Also Rises. 


But, after all, the world didn’t come to an end with 
the defeat of Bob Jones in an 18-hole round at Pebble 
Beach. Things will go on about as they did before that 
frightful tragedy by the rippling waters of Carmel 
Bay. “The gay will laugh, * * * the solemn brood of 
care plod on, and eaca one, as before, will chase his 
favorite phantom.”’ There wil! be more tournaments, 
and Bob Jones will win great victories. 

The bitter disappointment at Pebble Beach, how- 
ever, is easily understandable. Up in the Bronx Zoo 
there is a sign reading: ‘‘Feeding Time for the Lions— 
3 P. M.”’ Regularly at the scheduled hour the spec- 
tators cluster along the rail in front of the cages or 
sit on the raised benches trommanding a perfect view 
from the far side of the hall. The keepers come out. 
There is a great roaring inside the cages, a good deal 
of shouting outside the cages, and the lions are fed. 

The spectators at Pebble Beach went to see some 
such spectacle, the feeding of the golf lions. Trem- 
bling opponents were to be pushed into the arena and 
devoured while the spectators cheered. Bob Jones was 
by far the biggest lion, and the California gallery was 
getting its first glimpse of him in action. Imagine, 
then, the shock when the first intended victim turned 
the tables and ate the lion! 

There is just one possible explanation of tragedy, 
but as yet no native Californian has mentioned it, It 
may be that the terribie climate out there was too 
much for Jones.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—An offer- 
ing of $500,000,000 of treasury certifi- 
eates of indebtedness of nine months’ 
maturity, paying 4% per cent inter- 
est, was announced by the Treasury 


Department today as its June financ- | 


ing program, ; 

The interest rate was one-fourth of 
1 per cent lower than the 5% per cent 
rate quoted when the Treasury mar- 
keted an offering of $400,000,000 last 
June, and in this, some saw a belief 
on the part of the department that 
an easing in the open market rate 
was in sight. 

On the other hand, there is to be 
taken into consideration that, under 
a resolution passed by Congress. be- 
fore the recess, certificates of in- 
debtedness are now tax exempt as to 
-urtax as well as normal tax and, 
thus will be more desirable as pur- 
chases by individuals. 

There had been much speculation 
2s to the possibility of the depart- 
ment trying out the new non-interest 
bearing treasury bills which Congress 
authorized it to sell at a discount, 
but apparently the government. ex- 
perts did not feel that the present 
tight money market presented a 
favorable opportunity to test the 
efficiency of this form of financing. 

Purchasers would be invited to 
offer bids for these bills, thus fixing 
the level at which they would nell 
and with competition for government 
socuritjes at a minimum, the depart- 
rent apparently was better satisfied 
to select its own terms. 


Option of Exchange Is Feature. 


In connection with the program) must be attached to the notes when | 


announced today, the Treasury in- 


troduced a new feature, an offer to} 


exchange the certificates for out- 
standing Treasury notes of 1930-32 
which pay 3% per cent interest. 
Holders of the notes who make the 
exchange would be credited but $98 
for each $100 face amount of the 
notes, as they pay a lower interest, 
and are selling in the open market 
at about the price on which the ex- 
change offer is based. 

This step was taken by the Treas- 
ury because it saw init an oppor- 
tunity to buy in and retire about 
$100,000,000 of these notes for the 
account of the sinking fund at an)| 
opportune time when they could be 
obtained at less than their par value. 
Recently, the Treasury obtained 
$75,000,000 of these notes at $98 for | 
the sinking fund by offering cash | 
for them. 

In its offering of the 4% per cent 
certificates, the Treasury endeav- 
ored to bring them about in line 
with open market rates on similar 
government securities, after consid- 
eration had been given to the fact 
that ther now are tax exempt as to 
surtax. 

In a statement accompanying the 
offer, Secretary Mellon said that the 
$500,000,000 was sought to meet the 
maturity of about $510,000,000 of 
Treasury certificates which mature 
on Sept. 15. These certificates y 
41-3 and 4% per cent interest. The 
new certificates, series TJ-1930, are 
dated Sept. 16, 1929, and mature 
June 16, 1930. 


Tax Exemption Noted. 
“Particular attention is invited to 
the new tax exemption. provision,” 
said Secretary Mellon. ‘In accord- 
ance with the act of Congress ap-

Roosevelt Expresses Opinion Baumes

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 5.—Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt and Police Commis- 
| sioner Whalen today discussed the 
| necessity of another State prison, to 
| be located in the vicinity, of New 
| York City. Incidentally, they talked 
about the recent controversy in rela- 
tion to the closing of 32,000 speak- 
easies fn New York City and about 
inequalities in the Baumes law. 

Assemblyman Maurice Bloch, 
leader of the minority in the lower 
house, also attended the conference, 
| which lasted for nearly three hours. 
It began with luncheon at the Exec- 
utive Mansion, where the Goverror 
has been resting for the past few 
days. 

It is likely that as a result of the 
conference Governor Roosevelt will 
recommend to the Legislature that 
it make an appropriation to start 
work on another prison. This is a 
task that takes several years to com- 
plete. 

It was pointed out to the Governor 
that Sing Sing is overcrowded and 
that.more than 50 ver cent of the 
prisoners in State prisons come from 
| the metropolitan district. It is a 
hardship for the relatives of pricon- 
ers to visit institutions. such as Au- 
burn, Great Meadow and Danne- 
mora.

| $12,000,000 and $15,000,000, 


Thinks Baumes Law Is Harsh. 


Commissioner Whalen toid the 
Governor that he believed the scc- 
tion of the Baumes law that has to 
do with fourth offenders was herch.
